a model county m anager law. 
Here. In detail, is worked out 
a recommended plan which can 
he uaed by the state legislature

drafting legislation on this sub­ 
ject. 
The plan is sound in principle, 
and parallels closely 
the 
city 
manager plan, which has proved 
successful in 
more 
than 
4 00 
American cities. 
Th** small board, members 
of 
which are elected 
at large. 
is 
generally accepted ss the better 
way these days. A short ballot is 
thus provided, and 
attention is 
focused upon 
these 
important 
policy-determining positions 
Power is given to th e board 
to appoint the manager, who in 
turn If responsible for adminis­ 
tration and appoints 
his 
own 
subordinates. 
A satisfactory fin­ 
ancial check upon the manager 
is provided through the board * 
authority to employ an outside 
auditor to serve as its agent 
There is little doubt but that 
publication of this 
model 
law 
will g r e a t l y stimulate the move­

stomach may he determined 
by 
Injecting substances which m a ke 
tho stomach visible to th** x-ray. 
A defect In th e lining of the sto ­ 
mach shows on th e 
x ray 
and 
gives the physician an indication 
as to wheth er he must look for 
some abnormality in the shape of 
the stomach, for the presence of 
ulcers or of s cancer. 
Each of these conditions pro­ 
duces changes in th e secretions of 
the organ itself A certain am ount 
of time Is required for the s to m ­ 
ach to mix tho food thoroughly 
and to subject it to the various 
secretions, afte r which the food is 
passed on into the intestines. Any 
delay or undue haste In ihe em p ­ 
tying of the stomach 
manifests 
Itself bv symptoms * which are ex­ 
ceedingly disagreeable. 
By the use of the fluoroscope 
and by the nae of the serial w n v 
pictures it is possible to d e t e r ­ 
mine Just exactly how long the 
stomach requires for ifs work 
Bv 
th e use of a device 
called 
the 
esophagoscope and a gastroscope, 
It Is actually possible to look Into 
the eophngus and the stomach.

It is possible by a newly invent­ 
ed cam era to to ke pictures of th e 
lining of the

without 
opening up the patient. Through 
all of these new methods a c o m ­ 
petent internist can know almost 
as much as he needs to know to 
describe perfectly

seen when an operation is p e r ­ 
formed. Such a study Is a pain­ 
staking. meticulous, long. and ex­ 
pensive procedure.
